Falling retail prices today clipped 
three cents an hour from the pay 
checks of 1,300,000 rail workers. 

The Government announced 
that on Feb. 15 its old-style con- 
sumer price index stood at 188.6 
per cent of the 1935-1939 average, 
enough of a drop in the cost of 
living from last November to as- 
sure the three-cent hourly wage 
reduction. The index stood at 
191.6 last November. 


Rail wages are adjusted each 
three months to correspond to 
rising or falling living costs. To- 
day’s three-cent loss leaves em- 
ployes with 10 cents in accumu- 
lated cost-of-living pay from 
previous rises based on rising 
index figures. 


The cut all but wipes out a 
four-cent hike awarded virtually 
all rail employes last month by 
a government referee. That 
crease was based on higher pro- 
ductivity—output per man hour. 
| Rail wages averaged around $1.90 
an hour before today’s adjust- 
ment. 

Lower prices for food were 

mainly responsible for the over- 
all decline in the price level.

Article 110, which the Com-

The U.N. made no reference 
to release of other prisoners to 
neutral internment in its note 
given the Reds. 

A U.N. spokesman said after 
the meeting that this was the 
first time that the Reds have 
indicated they might not want to 
send all prisoners directly back 
to the Allies, but would want to 
turn them over to a neutral 
country. 

If the Communists intend to 
apply both Articles 109 and 110 
correctly, they could argue that 
the bulk of all prisoners held by 
both sides would be included in 
such an exchange. 

‘Distinct Progress.’ 

“We asked them a number of 
questions,” Adm.

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Soviet Doctors Depurged 

The obvious interpretation of Moscow's aston- 
ishing reversal in the case of 15 doctors arrested 
for plotting against the state is that here is an- 
other item in the growing catalogue of placa- 
tory gestures toward the West. 

When the doctors were arrested in January, 
they‘ were alleged to be the tools of Anglo- 
American “imperialists” directing espionage and 
wrecking inside Russia. Now that they have been 


high up in the hierarchy. At the time, the specu- 
lation was that Malenkov had seized on this case 
to discipline or intimidate Beria, whose security 
police were criticized for letting the medical 
plot against the state go undetected for so long. 
If that interpretation was correct, it can be in- 
ferred that Beria now possesses enough power to 
compel Malenkov to back down. 

But this is pure speculation. Who gains and 
who loses by the current move is hidden behind 
the eurtain that veils the Kremlin's inner politics. 
Of only one thing can the outside world be sure 
—that when the Kremlin reverses its field in a 
spy case, the line of authority must be confused, 
and in all likelihood is the center of a power 
struggle still going on.

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‘Tax Bureau Flash-Back 


Senator John J. Williams’s charges against 
the Truman-Snyder reorganization of the tax 
bureau ought to prompt Congress to take a new 
look at what was accomplished. 

The Delaware Republican, who led the fight 
to clean up the Internal Revenue Bureau, says 
that under the reform plan, all 17 new district 
commissioners got their posts without competi- 
tive examinations. Half of the 64 directors got 
their jobs the same way. 

In short most of the new tax administration 
was promoted from old jobs, given more pay and 
civil service. protection—but required to take 
no tests. Senator Williams says former Secre- 
tary Snyder and his assistants largely ignored 
the independent Selection Board in handing out 
the assignments. - * 

The purpose of the Truman Administration's 
reorganization was to get polities out and put 
a merit system into the whole tax agency. Sen- 
ator Williams and Congress voted for that - but 
now he calls the plan a “dismal failure.” 

From the Senator’s indittment, however, it 
seems any failure lay not in the plan itself but in 
the way it was executed. The intent of the 
reorganization was good, but did the previous 
Administration ignore that in advancing its men? 

The object of the reorganization was to re- 
store public faith in the tax bureau, following 
the scandals which blighted that vital agency. 
Senator Williams’s charges make it clear that 
the Eisenhower Administration has some unfin- 
ished business to take care of in th® part of the 
Federal Government, If the tax bureau reorgan- 
izatiqn needs to be reorganized, ü 
is the man to make the first recommendations. 
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The Path to Washington 

Dr. Konrad Adenauer, Chancellor of the West 
German republic, is the latest of the West Euro- 
pean statesmen to come to the United States 
since the inauguration of President Eisenhower. 
He was preceded by Great Britain’s Anthony 
Eden and R. A. Butler, Rene Mayer and Georges 
Bidault of France, and The Netherland’s Prince 
Bernhard. More travelers may be expected, in- 
cluding perhaps Italian Premier De Gasperi after 
the elections in his country. 

The British Foreign Minister and Chancellor 
of the Exchequer were primarily interested in 
better trade relations. By way of an inducement, 
they offered a further tightening of the ban on 
shipment of ‘strategic materials from British to 
Communist areas. The French Premier and 
Foreign Secretary were interested in additional 
military aid to offset the drain of the Indochinese 


war and to enable France to participate in the 


European army. It is this army which is sure to 
be Dr. Adenauer’s central theme. 

Unhappily neither the French nor the German 
governments can guarantee performance of 
promises made by their representatives. There 
still are doubts about a final ratification of the 
European defense agreements in Paris. ‘The 
lower branch of the Bonn legislature voted favor- 
ably, but its decision may be upset by the upper 
chamber or by the German constitutional court. 
Over all the discussions there is the shadow 
of the new Russian regime’s growing number of 
peace gestures. There is real danger that these 
may be ‘taken at more than their face value. 
Wishful thinking could replace prudence and 

’ preparedness. Here lies the great task of the 
Western statesmen: to negotiate a settlement 
with the Communists if that is possible, but at 
the same time to keep their nations prepared for 
the worst. |

Normandy 2 Began Flying 
Shortly After World War I 
Friend of Lindbergh. 


Frank T. Dunn, an early Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field pilot: and as- 
sociate of Charles A. Lindberg 
and other noted airmen, died ye 
terday of heart disease at his 
home, 7175 Hunter avenue, Nor- 
mandy. He was 62 years old and 
had been ill @ year. 

Dunn began flying here*shortly 
after World War I, in which he 
served in the Army Medical 
Corps. Flying his own planes, he 
operated a sight-seeing service 
and was a member of a “Flying 
Circus,” which entertained specta- 
tors at air shows and county fairs. 
Although born on a farm near 
Sparta, III., he was frequently 
advertised at these exhibitions 
under the whimsical title of “The 
Australian Ace.” 

At an air show at St. Charles 

in 1925 Dunn demonstrated his 
skill. Stunt man Al Munsch, 
whom Dunn had taken aloft, be- 
came exhausted at the end of a 
rope ladder and was unable to 
climb up to the plane. Dunn 
searched until he found a plowed 
field on a hillside, “pancaked” in 
and stopped after a short roll. 
The frightened stunt man escaped 
with a few abrasions. 
In his career at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, Dunn was associated 
with Lindbergh, Harlan (Bud) 
Guerney, the late Albert Bond 
Lambert, the late Phil Love and 
the late Robertson brothers, Wil- 
liam B. and Frank H. 

He became an officer in the old

'WARNS OF WEARINESS 


Urges Faithful to Spread 
‘Richness of Christ’ Through 
World of Hatred.

The Vatican radio carried the 

Pope’s message by short-wave 
throughout — world in two 
dozen es. 

Apparently fully recovered 
from his recent bout with influ- 
enza, he was in good spirits and 
spoke with great animation. 

In his message the Pope said 
that the mystery of Easter pro- 
claims as always the triumph of 
life over death “on condition that 
life draws 

estiny.” 


“Lived in defiance of God or 
in ignorance of Him,” the Pope 
said, “any human life, however 
notable for accomplishment and 
power, is like a mere flash of 
lightning which no posthumous 
memory is capable of re-enkin- 
dling.” 

The Pope urged his audience 
to “spread everywhere the life- 
giving waters you have drawn 
from Christ as the source.” 

“Communicate their fresh rich- 
ness to your brethren surrounded 
by the darkness of error,” he 
added. “Direct its flowing streams 
into the world of today, which 
still continues sick and énfeebled 
on the deadly paths of hatred.” 

The Pope counseled those 
priests and laymen who “near and 
far off are suffering for Christ” 
behind the Iron Curtain in Eu-
